Al- 
exander, we find, confined in a small iron cage, 
Ctesar is forced to turn cobler and mend old 
shoes, and Crcetus begs from door to door. 


The sudden overthrow of the Passions is often 


the responsible cause of suicides, and nothing 
so tends to degrade man, made in the imago of 
his Creator, as an utter abandonmentto any one 
passion. Self-control, stimulated by Reason, 
and sustained by an inward approval, is our on- 
ly safeguard. In life.Passion almost invariably 
sways the heart, and though it often secures 
success, differs from virtue in the fact that it 
cannot sustain defeat. Virtue, even in the hour 
of gloom and sadness, looks to the future for 
reward, and sees enjoyments in that Future, 
though the Present may be shrouded in dark- 


Passion sees naught, in coming time, but 
It may be said that the passions are so 


various, and so frequently alternate, different 
at all time*, in all persons, and at all places, 
that the result is to retain an equality of inter- 
est among mankind. 


Love, Fortitude, Forbearance, Charity and 


Forgiveness lean to virtue's side, and seem love- 
ly even in decay, whilst Pride,Avarico and Ha- 
tred give a lurid fnrecaste of Pandemdniuin.and 
degrade mankind to little above the brute. 


The noblest and heavenliest of all loves is 


Parental love. That love a father feels for his 
daughter—a mother for her son. It is serene, 
natural, invariable, spiritual, eternal. It may 
not always be the ruling passion, but it is the 
last passion. It is 'above selfishness, and seems 
to partake of that spirit which, in our SAVIOR, 
redeemed mankind from everlasting death.— 
It loves here and hereafter, nor does it cease 
with the grave. Heaven would scarcely be 
Heaven-to. a dying mother, if she did not 
think •he would there meet those who 
had,;.perhaps. " gone before." It is tho most 
tender and devoted love. It requires no beau- 
ty, no merit, and often is most devoted where 
the world most scoffs. A mother's fondness 
reigns without a rival and without an end.— 
Shakespeare most beautifully illustrates it when 
in King John, he makes Constance thus mourn 
for the supposed less of her much-loved child

Conjugal love—the love lit at the 
hymeneal altar—perpetual fountain of domes- 
tic sweets—demands mutuality generally, tho 
not always, as neceuary to" its support. .It is 
neither so unselfish, nor as pure, as parental or 
filial love, and is more apt to be hypocritlca 
and; counterfeit.

no instance of recorded friendship among wo- 


That is, a real and disinterested friend- 


ship, such as perishing for one another, or sac- 
rificing a lover. For this, however, the lecturer 
easily and satisfactorily accounted. A woman' 
being comparatively wcak.yearns for something 
on which she can lean, some stable support.and 
clings to man—a protective power—liko the 
ivy to the tree, though, like tho ivy, she but too 
often conceals the rottenness of the prop on 
which she leans, and beautifies that prop by her 
own fresh and ever-green beauties. There is 
more vanity in Friendship than love, and, tlio' 
Friendship may swell into Love, Love never 
siuks to Frindship. Friendship is a manly vir- 
tue. Lovo is a womanly grace. 


Mr. BROWN spoke next of Vaulting AinbN 


tion, the angels' sin—by which even angels 
fell. We see the mountain peaks rising be-fore 
ua, and wo love them because they arc so near 
bright Heaven, yet little do we think of what 
storms wo must encounter, or what perils brave, 
ere \vo can reach the summit, Alexander was 
ambitious from n desire of conquest, ^Czesar 
from a lust of fame and a thirst for revenge, 
and Napoleon from all combined.

DODGE COUNTY WOLLEN MILLS.—The Bea- 


ver Dam Republican, in an article on these 
mills which aro under the management of Quo. 
II. Stewart, says: 


They have now seven Carding Machines in 


constant operation, which liavo turned out, 
this senson, about sixteen hundred bundles of 
rolls, the wool for which has been brought 
from all portions of the State, and some even 
from Minnesota. They have five looms in con- 
stant operation, and will have two more at 
work next wock. They aro turning out ono 
hundred yards of cloth per day, yet without 
sending a yard away to be disposed of, they are 
wholly tillable to keep anything like a stock on 
hand. These Mills aro doing more than doub- 
le the business of any similar Factory in the 
State, and yet they are not sufficiently exten- 
sive for the vast business which centers here. 
More machinery and capital is required in this 
line, and we do not believe » more profitable 
business can be undertaken. Besides manufac- 
turing all they can, without going out of the 
Mills to obtain it.Jor having nn agent at any 
place, the income of these mills has enabled 
Mr. Stewart to sell about six thousand pounds 
of wool out of his share of what has been left to 
»e manufactured on shares, besides having suf- 
ficient on hand to keep the establishment in op- 
eration until next July. About twenty hands 
are constantly employed in these mills.
